the Souldiers off without that) we preſume the Parliament hath had 
too much experience already of the botromlefſe ill conſequeuces of noc 
aſcercawming their accounts and arrears before disbanding, and not 
keeping the famne regiſtted together;by the endlefie clamows avd out- 
cries of particular perſons for arrears, and the vali fummes expended:

Committee 
likewiſe, wich the Treaſurers, to take care for the:me- 
thodizing, aad ballancing of the whole accomprs,-aid to 
have power for the imploying of Officers needfull . for the 
diſpatch and accommodation of this ſervice; and. to make | 
allowance of ſalaries to them, (within/ſome reaſonable li-.\ 
mitation)particularly that there be allowatices for.ſo many : 
Deputy Commiſſaries of Muſters as upon the praQtickof 
this diſtribution, the Generall and Committee ſhall find 
needfull; And tlie Treaſurers Generall out of their ſakry:

4. That the ſecurity for arreares being ſetled as hath been 
already and.1s againe hereafter propounded, the Parliament 
would ſpeedily{end dowge Commiſſioners to the Army, 
and appoint thelike. for other forces of the Kingdome, to 
ſtate accomptsand. give :debenturs, . whereby _— 
may before disbanding, have hisarreares aſcertain'dto him, 


as a cleere debt to be paid him out of that ſecurity; And that 
one Office or Regiſtry may be appointed into which all ac- 
compts ſo taken may be returned, and all the arreares. Re- 
giſtred to be paid in order,as is hereafter expreſi,and for this: 
office we offer that two Regiſters, with four maybe 
| allowed 
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allowed to have reaſonable Salaries out of the Revenue ifſui 
out of the ſaid ſecurity, and this we delice may be haſtened far 
the ſpeedier preparation to the worke of disbanding ; that fuch 
| a8 are to be disbanded may be ready for it,by that time the Par- 
| lament can provid? money where-with to disband any cf 
chem, and chat ſo by disbanding the ſupernumeraries as faſt as 
may be , way may be made for the ſpcedier lefſening and taking 
off the Taxes by degrees. | 

Now, for the advantage and benefit of the things here pro- 
pounded,they will appeare as followeth,viz. Whereas upon the 
former ſuppoſition (chat the putcing off the Soldiery that ares 
be continued into a way of couftant pay, do depend only upon 
the disbanding of all ſupernumeraries, whom the preſent Tax 
will not extend to pay) Its moſt evident (as before demonſtra- 
ted) that nonecan be pur into preſent pay, but all muſt goe on 
upon free quarter ,ſo long as untill every one of the (aid ſuper- 
numeraties be digbanded (which what ever may bz imagined) 
though no other difficulcies or obſtruRions ſhauld happen then 
what are now vilible,as before mentioned, would nat be effe&ed, 
4b nor (we doubt) provided for in three or foure monechs time , 
wee wilh it prove fo ſoon : but wemuch feare interruptions, or 
delayes, will happen to make it much longer,and all that while 
{free quarter continuing as before) the burthen thereof (beſides 
the anoyances)though it fall more lightly upon fome parts and 
heavier upon others, yetin the whole itdamnifies the Kingdom 
as much as the ſaid increafed contcibutions: came to. The 
Soldiers alfo aſt have (beſides his quarcerg)dome payin hand 
the mean while (otherwiſe he can neither fubliſt nor be kept in 
ordzr) yet ſtill heaccouats (at leaft) half of his pay for the re- 
maining cimezin arrear to him, fo asthat farther debt doth alſs 
grow upon the Kingdoms ſcore;Now contrary-wiſe (the things 
we have propounded being granted) that bare contribution an» 
ſwers all;for we dare under take,within a fortnighs after gran= 
ting of them, all che forces of the Kingdom ſhail be aſſigned 
where, & how to recelve their pay conſta:ly,tildisbanded;& fo 
no more freequarter ſhal hEceforth-be taien,no part of theKing = 
dom any more unequally oppreſſed thereby, nor any further 
debt of arrears hence forth incurred pon che Kingdom,and = 
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worke of disbanding ſupernumeraries not at all hindred , buy 
much facilitated thereby , and as the Parliament findes money 
and ſafety to disband any of them ,- they may by the ſame de- 
grees either leſſen the taxe proporcionably, or will have ſo 
much more ſurpluſage thence fron, towards reliefe of Ireland, 
or towards disbanding of others , or any other publique 
uſes. ; 

And now for furtherance and encouragement in the mat- 
ter of di:banding ( thoſe things afore mentioned being gran- 
te4) wee ſhall ( for the Armie and other Forces engaged 
with'it ) offer and agree to theſe rules following, 


1. That ſuch of the ſaid forces as ſhall come to be disbanded 
as ſupersumeraries, ſhall ( ont of the moneys to be raiſed up- 
on the ſecuiity for Ar-eares) have the full moity of their ar- 
reares firſt made good to them, as moneyes come in hereup- 
on , before thoſe which fall ou to be continued ſhall re- 
ecive any part of theirs, and after that ( when thoſe that 
e>ntinue; ſhall have received the like preportion of theirs 
then) theſe that (hal be disbanded to receive the other moi- 
ty or full remainder of cheir Arreares, before theſe that con- 
tinue any more. 


2, That thoſe of them which ſhall disband, ſhall ( as moneyes 
come in apon the faid ſecurity ) receive theic proportions 
of Arreares in the ſame order and courſe as they disband, 
( of which order and courſe a remembrance to bee entered 
and kept in the afore-faid Regeftry of theſe accompts ) the 
perſons of the Regiment, Troope, or Company firk disban- 
ding , and fo the reft in courſe, to receive firſt what was 
due to them at disbanding ( to make up their firſt moiry ) 
by ewo equall portions, and likewiſe to receive their ſecond 


moity at twice , by equall portions , in the ſame courſe as 
tkey disband. 


Now for our defire in the firſt propokition afore-going, (to 
have the increaſe of Contribution exrended to the proportion 
of ten thouſand pounds a moneth (by eſtimate.) over & _ 

waak 
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what we thinke the juſt pay for che Souldiery now in being in 
the Kingdome , and not ready for preſent disbaading will 
come to : the reaſ0nis, partly, thatthere may bce ( certaine ) 
ſome preſent ſupply out of it for the Force in 1rel2xd, and parc- 
ly becaule, if the contribution ſhould beſet ſcant of, or but juſt 
anſwerable to the pay of the Souldiery, the many Contiagen- 
ces and acc.fſary Charges ( norto be fore-feen, and the pruba- 
ble failings of full levying the Contribucion in forme parts, 
would neceſſitate the going of ſome upon free Quarter,(which 
would diſtucb the order , and conſtant pay of the whole) and 
it would alſo r.q ire mach time co proportion the Forces, to 
bz alligned upoa che ſeverall Counties exiRtly to the conti- 
bajons of them, which wouid make it long ere free Quar- 
ters could be taken off, fince none coald be afligned where to 
be paid , untill che pay of each part of the Souldiecy were ex- 
aaly computed , and all of chem as exaQtly diſtributed accor- 
ding to each Counties taxe ) Whereas the taxes being laid 
co a ſufficient proportion above the juſt pay ,, we can imimedi- 
ately make diſtributions and Afſignmenrs lye eſtimate, £; as 
to be (are the taxes of each County exceed the pay of the taul- 
diers aſſigned toit, and though ſo, one County have more, 
and another fewer ſouldiers aſſigned co th?m then (upon an 
exa&t diftciburion according to the number and pay of the 
Sould'ery ) their juſt proportion would come to, yer none ha- 
ving ſo many, but that their taxes wil do more then pay them, 
no part will beare above its due proportion of charge, and 


- thoſeparts which have leaſt numbers of Souidiers aſſigned ap- 


on them , yet will beare cheir due proportion of charge , ei- 
ther in pay to the Souldiers , or in the ſurpluſage of cheir taxe 
above ir; which, being colle&ed inco the Common Treaſu- 
ry , will be for reliefe to Ireland, or other pablique uſes, fo 
as the ſurpluſage ( either ia particular Counties above their 
particalar Aſiigninents , or of the whole KingJomes taxes, a= 
bove the pay of the-whole Souldiery in ir ) wil: b:2nolofle ; 
but ( as to ſome preſent and certaine reliefe for Ir:land out of 
ic , upon ſuppoſition of the hundred thouſand pounds a 
moneth ) wee ſhall ( beſides the {urpluſage of every Coun- 


ties taxe above the pay of che Souldiers to be aſſigned to ir 
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fore-caft in the Diſtributions and Aſignments , to leavye the 
taxes of ſome Counties , ( and that as many as may be) to 
come intirely into the common Treafury for the reliefe of Ire- 
land , without aflaying any of the Forces in England to bee 
paid out of them. 


And for that power defired for making ſuch Diftributions 
and Aſſignments , the advantages and benefits of that way of 
Reparticion ( as tothe more ſure and ready payment of So]- 
diers) are ſufficiently knowne and tryed : and itis moft e- 
vident, that without it , ( if no Souldiers be paid before the 
moneyes be firft ColleRted in the feverall Counties, and chen 
ſent into the Common Treaſury tor all the Kingdome, and 
then ſenvto the Head- Quarters , or thence diſtributed to the 
ſevetall Forces within the Kingdome, itis in vaine to think thar 
the Souldiers can be ſupplyed with money afore-hand, or 
timely enough & make him pay Quarters , and'tis as good 
(almoſt ) not at all, as noctin time. 


Wee have thus propounded a way whereby all the Souldies' 
ry of the Kingdome-may bee inſtantly pur in a condition of 
conftant pay { while continued )) and thereby bee kept in or- 
der and diſcipline , all freequarter ( with theabuſes, exa&i- 
ons, annoyances , and unequall preſſures that accompany it ) 
immediately taken off, no further debt of Arreares incurred 
opon the Kingdome , and that which is already incurred, pun 
in a Way to bee recovered and overcomein time , and where- 
by the ſupernumerary forces may ſhortly be dizbanded by de- 
grees ( as the Parliament can finde money to doe it ) and 
will bee facisfiable co disband., with lefle money in hand, 
without danger of dif-obligation therein, and whereby alſo 
the additionall charge (now propounded ) with other bur- 
thcns of the Kingdome may by the ſame deorees be leffened and 
_ _ ſafety and ſatisfaftion , untill all can bee ta- 

en off. | 


And as it is evident, that if ſuch acourſe as chis had _= 
EaKen 
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taken ſooner, and the Parliament ( as they found the ſeve- 
ra!l parts ofthe Kingdome cleared from the enemy , and eaſed 
of the opprefſions they ſuffered under them ) had by degrees 
extended an equal! conmivution over all parts in a proporti- 
on ſufficient co have payed all their forces (while they con- 
tinued them ) the Kingdom: had been eaſed of free quarter , 
and no further debt of arreares ro the Scldiery incurred up- 
on it, for( atleaſt )a yeare and halfe agoe, thoſe chas have 
been disbanded had not been pur off v.ith fo much dif- 
obligation ( as ſome have been ) nor had their claimes and 
endlefſe demands ſince brought ſuch croubles upon, or 
drawne ſuch vaſt arrears from the Parliament and King- 
dome , and thoſe that now remaine to be disbanded had 
been much eafier ſatisfyable and more readily dizbanded ; So 
if ſuch a courſe ( as is hereprcopounded ) be not ſpeedily taken, 
but the putting off the Soldiery into a way of pay be left to de- 
pend only , upon the disbanding of all ſupernumeraries (and 
that ſounprovided for ) or ſo uncertainly and {lowly provided 
for , and proceeded in (as without this courſe) it is like to be) 
it is moſt evident ( beſides unforeſeen dangers of diſcontent 
both in the Soldiery and Country of difficulties to disband , or 
interruptions and difſatis{aQions in ic) that the non-disband- 
ing of ſome will ſolong occaſion the non-payment of all, and 
continue free quarter, wich the inconveniences thereof upon all, 
and the non-payment of all may hinder the disbandin- ofany, 
and fo both debts and diſcontents grow upon the Soldiery and 
Kingdome , ( perhaps ) till it paſſ«the power either of the 
Generall and Officers, to compoſe the one, or the Patliament 
and Kingdome to fatisfie the other. : 


Having therefore thus ſufficiently d ſcharged our ſelves in this 
point, fo as we ſhall (we hope ) ſtand acquirred before God and 
men from whatever evils en{i: upon any further negleR there- 
ef; ' We muſt now declare, That we find the juſt expefations 
of the Army herein (efpzcially fince the Generalls late Eengage= 
ment or undertakings at th= Randezvonz) are fo great and ear- 


neſt, the clamours & outcryes to us fron other forc2?, con 
ons 
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ſons of the Kingdome ingaged with the Army ( for their ex- 
treame neceflicy, and our appretrended negle& of equall provi- 
fion for them) are ſo fad and preſling,the difcootents of the 
Country (from the opprefſions of tree quarter) are fo full and 
yet growing » and almoſt d-iperate , ard the diſtempers 
diſtra&tions , and dangers threatened by all theſe are fo 
vaſt and emminent, as wee can no longer ſtand ander ti;2 bur- 
then' or blame of them. Bur if the things here beivre pro- 
pounded be nct granted and paſſed effe&uaily {or a certaine 
courle fecled according to the efi-& of them ) by the end of 
this preſent week 3 Wee can no longer give account of the 
Army or other torces in a regua'r way 3 buc unleſſe wee find 
fatisfa&ion in our judgements , to take tome cxtraordionaiy 
wayes of power 3 We muttlec the Soldiery and K ngdume 
know, that we cannot ati: tie their juſt expeRation, and there- 
upon defice that the charge of the Soldier y may be cranſmitted 
co others ; If the Parliament ſhall approve, and paſſe what we 
havz here propounded, we mult (tor the becter projecution 
and eft:Qing thereof) add, that the ſuperſative backwarcineſſe 
and cbſtinacy , or dilati:Qion rather of thoſe within the City, 
who have thus long with-held their arrears of Taxes, ({o long 
fiace cue to the Army) may not eſcape either with v &ory 
therei”, or without examplary ſuffering (ac leaſt) by ſtrift and 
ſpeedy levying as well the penalties, as the arreares them{el ves, 
and (tor that purpoſe) chat the Parliament would reafiune the 
conlideration of the Generalls late Letters about that bulines, 
to the Committee ofthe Army, and reveiw that to the Lord 
Majo: and common Councell , wherein the ill conſequences 
both of che wilfull negle& of the thing, and of the Armies 
withdrawing to a further diſtance before it be done, or of its 
contin uing longer here abouts,in the delatory (and perhapps) 
fruil fe expeRation thereof from the Cities own aRtings 
therein may ſufficiently appeare. ; 

To which we adde, that till it be done effeQtually (and ſharp- 
ly to ſome ) the diſtcibution of the forces co feverall Commit- 
tees to be paid (according to what is before propuunded ) can 
neither be effeuall nor lafe ; And we muſt therefore delire 
that 
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that unlefſ: it bz thought fir, chat the whole Kingdome 
ſhould groane ftill under che opprefiions of free quarter, 
and theſe adjacent Counties be u.done chiefely while 
thoſe of the City (that occation al ) fit free from any taſt 
of it, there may be no longer ſtop to the drawing in of 
the Army, or a confiderable part of it to quarter upon 
them inthe City (who had nor pai before the ſaid let- 
ters, untill they ſnal have paid both the Arrears and ful 
penalties; And chough our tenderne!s of that Cities ſafe- 
ty & welfare, and ourelearneſs from the leaſt thoughe 
of evil towards it, or any baſe deligne to make theleaſt 
advantage to our felves,vor the army by it hath ſufficient- 
ly appeared, as in al our former demeanments,foin oar 
cariage of the bulineſs upon cur late advance towards it 
(notwithſtanding the jult occations, & great provocati- 
tions thence ſo newly given) as al{oin our innocent 
march through ic, and quiet and patient waiting a= 
bour it for thoſe long-dne Ar:teares, withont quar- 
tering any Souldiersinit ; Yetnow, in Juſtice, we 
cannot bur defire that , ( beſides the levyirg of the 
Arreares a: laſt (for which wee have bzen put to ſtay 
ſolong ) there may now likewiſe ſome reparation be 
thought on from the City ro the parts adjacent for a- 
bove one hundred thouſand pounds dammage ſuſtai- 
ned through che Armies attendance here on the Cities 
defaults and delayes ; which reparation, we ( if ne- 
ceſlitared thereto , or called uponby the Countrey) 
muſt in their behalfe demand from the City to the fall; 
and now alſo(the rather in order to thac) we muſt ear- 
neſtly defirechar the preceed.ogs agair.ſt thole Citi» 
zens and others latcly impeac!.c may be hiſtned, and 
cur of their fines or confilcations, ſome pa; t of repara- 
tion may be made to the Counrr'ies adjacent for the a= 
fore(#id dammages whict: the criresof thoſe perſons 
and othcrs in the Ciry d'd frft bring upon them ; And 
ind<ed , without ſomething done apai:ft thote per- 
ſons, for example to «thers, before the Armies 
with drawing , weedoc got ſce ( when it (hall with- 
| : draw) 
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d:aw) with what ſafety or freedom: the Parliamens 
can fic longer at Weſtminſter , eſpecially when wee 
finde the Commen Conncell ( through the Parlia- 
ments and Armies lenity ) totake the beldneffe al- 
ready (in the face of both) to Intercede for the re- 
leaſe and acquirall ( or rather juſtification ) of thoſe 
impeached pcrſons, ( who indeed are but fellow-de- 
lionuents ( wee doubt) to moſt of that Councell) 
a3 if that ſo aQtuall, immediate, and horrid a force 
upon both and the whole Houſes of Parliament , and 
the levying of Warre in abetcment and proſecution 
thereof, and of that concurrent Treaſonable en- 
gagement , were already forgotten by them to have 
beene any crime ; the conſideration whereof , and 
of the renewed confidenceof Maſter Gewen and ſome 
other Members of Parliament , (knowne to have 
beene partakers, if not principals in the ſame things ) 
who yet preſume , and are ſuffered to appeare againe 
in the Houſe ( as if in thoſe things there had not been 
ſo much faulr, as to render them lefſe worthy of con- 
tinuing in that higheſt cruſt) makes us beginto fear, 
that, while ſo much of che ſame leaven ( through le- 
nity and moderation) is lefebehinde , ic may ſhortly 
ſpread, til even the worſt of the eleven Members (nat- 
withſtanding their doubled crimes) be again called for 
in, unlefſe the Houſe ( by ſome exc}uſive reſo'utions 
and proceedings) dotimely preveat the fame ; Wee 

hope therefore the Parl. will weigh theſe r'-ings, and 
fpecdily ( ere itbe toolate ) conſult ( at leaſt ) their 
own ſafety and the Kindoms, if not ours and the Ar- 
mies, their pooze ſervants , and ſomerhing conceraed 
wich them (elp:cially ) in that affaire, 

- Next, we again more importumately defire ,. rhat 
thoſe other ſo neare concernments of the Souldiery 

( exprc<ſt in the Generalls late Remonſtrance atrihe 
Rendezyouz) may de ſpeedily conſidered, and fully & 
efteftually provided for ; In order co which wee (hall 
kere more particularly propound as followeth. 
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Firſt, asto the ſecurity for Arrears, wheceas ( in the late 
Vates or Propolicion intended for that purpote ) the two 
thirds of the Lands or Compoſitions of certain Delinquents 
aligned towards the ſaid S-curity, is onely of the Delin- 
quents Within the three firſt Qualifications of the 16th Pro- 
gommn We deſire that may be altered fo, as to be cwo 
hirds of the Lands or Compoſitions of all the Delinquents 
that have not yet compounded. And next we mult deſire, 
that Deans and Chapters Lands may be added ( with Pro- 
vifo for reaſonable ſatisfaftion or maintenance to ſuch per- 
ſons, as, having a preſent lawfull Intereſt in any the Reve- 
nuesthereunto belonging, have not forfeited the ſame by 
Delinquencie). Theſe Addicions ave defired, becauſe the Se- 
curity as yet Voted is juſtly eſtimated not to be ſufficjent, 
and fince all that is propounded is but for Security ,-if che 
Security prove toexceed the Arrears really due, the furplu- 
ſage will be free for any other publick uſe, ſo as the State 
will not be damnified by theſe Additions to the Security. 
Laſtly, (as to this buſinefe ) we deſire, that the matrers of 
Security {being reſolved on as defired) may be paſt into Or- 
dinance, and thereby put into a ſpeedie and effe&ually way 
of raiſing Moneys thereupon. "= 


Secondly, for matter of Indemnity, that if no Indemnity 
more abſolate can be provyided,( to free the Souldiery from 
all queſtion for things dane in the War) bur that they muſt 
(in caſe of queſtion at Law)flic to ſorne Committee or Com- 
miſſioners for relief; It may be provided for the eaſe of all, 
that (either under the Grand Committee fer Indemnity, or 
otherwiſe by the immediate appointment of Parliament) 
there may be Commiſſioners in cach County impowered,te 
give relief in ſuch Caſes; as the Grand Committee now are, 
And thoſe Commiſſioners to be ſuch as ordinarily refide in 
the reſpe&ive Counties, and mixt of ſuch as have been Mi- 
lieary Officers to the Parliament, together with ſych Inha- 
birents as have appeared aQive and faickfull for che Parlia- 
ment' in the late War ; for which purpoſe we ſhall (it ad+ 
. mitted) offer names; and that theremay'be a feverePenalty

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Jayed upon Judges, or other Officers of Juſtice, in caſethey 
Gl pon againli any contrary tothe Ordinance for Ins 

emnyity. 

: Thiclly, that ſufficient Provifion be made in a certain, 
and, no difhonourable way, for the relicf and ſupport of 
maimed Souldiers, and the Widows and Orphans of men 
that dyed inthe Service, to continue during the lives of the 
maimed,and widows, and during the minority of their O,- 
phans; And that the ſame Commiſſioners( to be appointed 
in each County for Indemnity as aforeſaid) or others in 


likemanner mixt, may be impowercd for this purpoſe alfo;. 
And incaſe of thedeath of any.ſuch Commiſſioner, or their - 


departure out of their reſpeftive Counties , thoſe that ſurs 
vive, or remain, may, chooſe new. ongs to fill up thenumber. 


4. Thus. for the Juſt freedom of Apprentices, who, have 
ſerved the Parliament, there may bea ſufficient. penalty. 


laid upon Maſters, refuſing ordelaying to give the ſame,. 
when their times, are out, accounting the time they, have. 


ſerved, ip the war as part. And that the Apprentile. may: 


have his Attion art law for that penalty. 


5. For freedom from im reſting, that (as.no free-man of. 


England,may be impreſted for any forraign (ervice,or other 
then for the immediate defenceof it, ſo ) no ſouldier thar 
hath volupearily ſerv 


ſed, that,a Certificate of his Laid ſervice aa Voluntier,uny 
der the hand and: ſeale of his Collonel, qrather Field Offi 
er, under whom. he hath ſerved, may be a, ſufficiene, Pray 
teftion and diſcharge to him, from any ſuch impreſiing.. 
Having thus diſcharged our ſclveg,in thaſe matcers which 
are our moſt proper, and immedlate baſineſſe (the concerns. 
ments of the Souldiery) and for which we redouble-ous. 
defires, that the two firſt (concerning the putting them-in«

Now though 
the two firſt of theſe, want not their equa]l concernments 
to the Kingdom, (in the preſent taking of the oppreſſion of 
free-quarter, preventing the increaſe of Acrears, and provi= 
ding or preparing forthe more ealie and ſatisfaQory dif 
banding of ſupernu:neraries, and thereby the better eafing 
of the Kingdoms burthens by degrees) Yet we cannot in 
any of our addreſſes of this kind, fo far forget thoſe things 
we have formerly declared concerning ( more purely )che 
publick intereſt ofthe Kingdom and our ſelves,as members 
ofit, but we muſt herewith renew our humble and earneſt 
defires, that no time may be loſtby the Parliament for the 
haſt conſideration and diſpatch oftheſethings, bech for the 
redrefſe of Common greivances, relcife of the oppreſfledy 
and for the liberty, lecurity, quiet and ſome date ſertle» 
ments of the Kingdome; and more eſpecially, that thefe 
things of this nature, expreſb in:the late Remonſtrance at 
the Rendezvous, may in ſuch ſettlement be fully and cf= 
fetually provided for, (and'that )with asmuch expediti- 
on as may be. And it is-our hearts defire, and hope, that 
herein the proceedings and reſolutions. of the Parliament 
may be ſuch, and ſo timous, as that wemaynot need an 
more to remind che Parllament in any of thoſe things 
which( as far as wich ruth or any ſafety rochat moſt ob- 
liging intereſt of the R—— and to thoſe that have in- 
gaged for it, we may forbeare) we are moſt unwilling and 
eakenopleaſure to meddle in.
